HELSINKI, Jan. 9—Scattered remnants 
of the Russian 44th Division fled into Rus- 
sia today, leaving thousands of their dead 
carpeting the forested road for miles on 
the Suomusalmi front. Finnish patrols 
followed in the wake of the disorganized 


Russians, mopping up.

ports the Finns found many wounded 
Russians who had frozen to death before 
aid could reach them.

OTTAWA, Jan. 9.—More than 
225 representative Canadians will 
act on the National War Loan 
Committee to sponsor Canada's 
first war loan of the present con- 
flict, the finance minister, Hon. 
J. L. Ralston, said today in an- 
nouncing the committee person- 
nel. 

The national unity behind the 
country’s first major war effort on 
the economic front is symbolized by 
the wide representation on the loan 
committee, the announcement said. 

In addition to Col. Ralston, who 
will act as chairman, the commit- 
tee includes the five former fin- 
ance ministers now living, all nine 
provincial treasurers and citizens 
from all walks of life 
Hon. Charles Dunning, former 
finance minister, will act on the 
committee and also serve as chair- 
man of the national] subscription 
committee.

Petsamo Destroyed

SVANIK, on the Finnish-Norweg- 
ian Border, Jan 9—Finnish ski 
patrols, penetrating far behind the 
Russian advance lines in the Arctic 
wilderness of the northern front, 
today were reliably reported to 
have destroyed a big Russian base 
at Jordanfoss. 

Frontier reports indicated that 
the victory was an important one 
and might seriously cripple the 
position of Russian advanced 
forces on the Petsamo front. 

Jordanfoss, behind the Russian 
advance lines in the Hoeyenjaervi 
sector, was the base for two battal- 
ions of Russian motorized cavalry, 
tanks, armored cars and 
motor sledges in their operations 
It was said that Finnish patrols 


got past the Fssians’ first line, 
concentrated on Jordanfoss and 
burned al! the buildings which 


formed the Russian base,

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Farm Incomes 


Recalling the low prices obtained for 
wheat, many western readers must have 
been surprised to learn from figures com- 
piled by the Bureau of Statistics that the 
total value of Canadian farm production 
was larger last year than in any year since 
1930. Field crops showed a gain of more 
than $90,000,000 over those of the preced- 
ing year. Livestock registered a very sub- 
stantial advance, while the wool crop was 
worth nearly 25 per cent more. 

The total of new wealth produced ran 
to $1,133,545,000. There are about 740,- 
000 farms in Canada, large and small. The 
average production per farm for the year 
works out at around $1,500. If this does 
not seem a large gross income for a farm, 
it must be remembered that many of the 
so-called “farms” comprise only a few 
acres each, and from these it would be im- 
possible under any conceivable circum- 
stances to draw such an income in one 
year. 

Both in the aggregate and the average, 
these figures compare favorably with 
years when Canada has been unquestion- 
ably prosperous. That improvement in 
conditions was not more marked last year 
may have been because a large part of the 
farm proceeds of the year had to go to pay 
debts incurred in the depressed seasons. 
Current business was correspondingly less 
than it would have been. 


Making Up the Shortage 


Alberta Conservatives, who were 
rather critical at their Red Deer conven- 
tion because it had not been possible to 
supply every enlisted man promptly with a 
uniform, should be interested in facts 
given out as to the progress that is being 
made in this matter under direction of the 
War Supply Board. 

Canadian industrial establishments, it 
is stated, are now turning out supplies at 
the rate of 10,000 sweater jackets per 
week, 20,000 blankets, 13,000 pairs of 
boots, 13,000 pairs of gloves, 7,000 uni- 
forms, 12,000 pairs of socks, 19,000 suits 
of underwear, 3,500 great coats. To reach 
this scale of output, it is noted, the peace- 
time production of gloves has been ex- 
panded tenfold, and blankets are being 
turned out three times as fast as in pre- 
war days. 

There is assurance in this that Cana- 
dian industry has not balked nor fallen 
down on the job, but has speeded up in a 
thoroughly creditable way, and that the 
almost total lack of such sppplies when 
war broke out is being rapidly overtaken. 

It is of course very regrettable that 
there were not complete outfits of cloth- 
ing and blankets on hand for every man 
as soon as he was enrolled. But unfortun- 
ately Hitler failed to send along advance 
notice that he intended to start a war at 
the first of September—or any other 
time. And from their course in parlia- 
ment on the Brenn machine gun contract 
the Opposition were not at all anxious that 
the Government should tie up money in 
advance in war supplies which might not 
be needed. 


The Sooner the Better 


In peace-time it is no direct concern of 
Canadians who may be, or may cease to 
be, or may become, Britain’s secretary of 
State for war. But as Canadian soldiers 
are to fight in the Allied armies, and the 
Dominion is involved in thé present war 
financially, economically and politically 
to the limit, the ousting of Hore-Belisha 
and his replacement by the untried Oliver 
Stanley is a matter of grave importance 
and very proper interest to the people of 
this Dominion. And for the same reasons 
of corresponding moment to the peoples 
of the other dominions, and of France also. 

It is to be hoped Prime Minister Cham- 
berlain will lose no time in explaining ex- 
actly why this startling change was made 
in the director of Britain's war effort. In 
Britain, and to less extent in Canada and 
the other British nations, the air is full 
of guesses, gossip, and surmise, while in 
France there is no doubt also wonderment. 
This exchange of hearsay is far from 
desirable, and the longer it continues the 
more it must tend to become positively 
dangerous, 

Against the efficient conduct of the 
war no man’s job and no man’s reputation 
can be allowed to count for anything. Mr. 
Chamberlain must have been convinced in

his own mind that efficiency would be 
served if Mr. Hore-Belisha was trans- 
ferred to another post and Mr. Stanley put 
in his place. He must also have foreseen 
that he would have to show the public 
how the shift would make for better han- 
dling of the war business. The sooner he 
presents the reasons which moved him to 
take the action the better. Delay can 
only result in wilder guessing and multi- 


plying rumors; and these are potent 
agents of disharmony. 
Carol To Stalin 


King Carol of Rumania made a speech 
on Saturday which was very plainly 
meant for the ears of Stalin. To give point 
to it he spoke in Bessarabia, the province 
Rumania got from Russia at the close of 
the general war and which Russia wants 
to get back. The substance of it, and Carol 
did not take trouble to soften his language, 
was that Rumania will fight and can fight 
successfully if Moscow launches its threat- 
ened drive against it. 

No doubt Rumania and its King have 
gained confidence from the spectacle the 
Finns have been making of the boasted 
Red army. Allowing for that, Carol would 
hardly have thrown down the gauntlet 
unless he had assurance of backing if the 
attack should come. That he expects it to 
come is suggested by the orders issued to 
Rumanian merchant ships to stay in 
harbor while Russia’s Black Sea fleet 
manoeuvres at this untimely season. 

Italy and Hungary went into a diplo- 
matic huddle during the week, when 
Count Ciano was reported to have advised 
Hungary to “modify” its demands against 
Rumania and help ward off the Russian 
threat to the Balkan states in general. 
Rumania has long-standing traditional 
associations with Italy, and when the 
Count says complete agreement was 
reached with Hungary it may be inferred 
the agreeing was done by the Hungarians, 
willingly or otherwise. 

While Mussolini rejected the proposal 
some time ago to form a Balkan “bloc” 
against the Russian menace, the rejection 
did not alter the geographic fact that Italy 
cannot afford to let Moscow invade the 
Balkans and establish its dominance over 
that area. Carol knew this of course. But 
he has known it all along. His speech on 
Saturday sounded like the speech of a 
man who had just got direct and defin- 
ite assurances from Rome.

Rome, city of eternal memories, is being 
agitated now by the report that the ruins of 
the home Caesar built for Cleopatra have been 
discovered.

of the Universal Church. She obviously was no 
ordinary woman tricked out in expensive 
tinsel, like most modern debutantes. Caesar had 
spent eleven hectic years waging war when he 
met Cleopatra for the first time, and the fires 
of romantic passion had long been banked low 
in his soul. Yet, under the enchantment of her 
magic presence, he loitered during many 
dangerous months in Egypt while storms and 
tempests which threatened his personal safety 
gathered relentlessly on the Roman horizon. 

Cleopatra had more beauty than virtue. She 
fathered a son, Caesarion, upon the Roman 
ruler. Augustus branded him as an imposter 
and put him to death. But little men, anxious 
to compensate themselves for their own frailty 
by casting aspersions upon the great, have ever 
been ready to regard this blot upon Caesar's 
fame as a stain that must not be expunged. 

Caesar sickened swiftly of the queen, once 
he found himself master of the world with 
Rome obedient to his every caprice.

On This Date

Now that French-Canadian soldiers are in 
barracks at Aldershot, truly brothers in arms 
with their fellow Canadians of British descent, 
it is interesting to recall that just 90 years ago 
(Jan, 9, 1850) Queen Victoria personally signed 
messages of thanks to officers and men of Lower 
Canada French-speaking militia for their mani- 
festations of loyalty to the British crown. 

Many of the British element, especially in 
Montreal, had been tempted by the economic 
distress to propose a rupture of the British con- 
nection and a request to the United States for 
absorption, the movement culminating in the 
famous annexation manifesto of 1849. Among 
the signers of that document were several Eng- 
lish-speaking officers of the militia (who were 
deprived of their commissions). 

At once the officers of the Ist and 2nd bat- 
talions, of Dorchester; of the 4th of Kamouraska 
and of the Regiment de Quebec sent pledges to 
Lord Elgin of their loyalty to the British con- 
nection and their willingness to shed their blood 
in support thereof if necessary. 

These pledges reached London in due course 
and were submitted to the Queen at a privy 
council! held on this date in 1850, and Her 
Majesty instructed the colonial secretary to tell 
Lord Elgin: 

“It has afforded Her Majesty great satisfac- 
tion to receive these expressions of that loyalty 
and attachment to the British crown which she 
trusts is generally felt by her Canadian sub- 
jects.” And later the Queen sent her personal 
letters to the French-Canadian officers. 

Ninety years have passed, and now in 1940 a 
Regiment de Quebec (the 22nd) has gone over- 
seas to fight for the British cause, some of them 
sons of the men of that other 22nd, which won 
immortal fame in the previous war with Ger- 
many, and perhaps great grandsons or grandsons 
of the men of the Regiment de Quebec of 1850,

Your Health — By Dr. Frank McCoy 


One of the symptoms commonly 
encountered among those with 
digestive disorders is belching. This 
is usually due to the use of too 
large a quantity of food. It may re- 
sult from stomach gas. Occasion- 
ally it will follow the use of some 
particular article of food, such as 
cucumbers or green onions. 

Another common symptom of di- 
gestive disorders is that which the 
patient refers to as heartburn. By 
this he means a sour, burning fluid 
with a bitter taste which rises in 
the throat. When this symptom is 
noticeable it is a signal that you 
have eaten unwisely or too well. 

When the patient has developed 
digestive distress, he often states 
that the appetite is poor. Hunger 
disappears and the thought of food 
becomes unpleasant. Under such 


circumstances, the wisest plan is to| 


stop eating. After missing a few 
meals, the appetite will improve, 
and at the same time, the rest from 
food will frequently help to streng- 
then the digestive powers: 

While poor appetite is character- 
istic of stomach trouble, in some 
instances the patient suffers from 
the opposite symptom and is hun- 
gry much of the time. Being hun- 
gry soon after a meal, or a gnaw- 
ing feeling in the stomach, as I ex- 
plained in my article yesterday, 
are uSually due to hyperacidity, 
perhaps accompanied by a mild 
form of gastritis. 

It may be stated that the princi- 
pal causes of most digestive distress 


lies in those eating habits which | 


are not good. Relief is often se- 
cured soon after the patient 
changes his dietetic habits. How- 
ever, another cause of considerable 
importance, and one which is little 
understood, is a mental or emo- 
tional cause.

*The area of terror which has 
spread from Germany to Austria 
and then to Czecho-Slovakia, now 
takes in Poland,” she said, “Due to} 
the censity of the Jewish popula- 
tion of Poland, the suffering of 
Jew and especially the children 
is beyond description” 

The emergency has wecome so
